VIRGINIA'S GREATEST HERO 
: BY

How many of you know who was born 
on the 19th of this month? It was one 
of the country's greatest men, Robert 
Edward Lee. Born on January 19, 1807 
descendant of a long line line of sol- 
diers, he was both a geidker and a 
gentleman. Although he was opposed to 
slavery, his loyalty to his state came 
first. He led our armies brilliantly, 
but was always outnumbered. 


Lee showed that he was a great man 
in defeat as well invictory. He 
took the blame for his defeats and 
gave credit for his victories to others. 


After his surrender at Appomattox, 


“he became president of Washington Col- 


lege in Lexington Virginia. His health 


began to fail early in 1870. After a 
brief illness, he died on October 12, 
1870. Les was buried in the college 


chapel at lexington, Virginia. Throug?- 
out the country his death was felt as 
a personal loss. The college was re- 
named in his honor and is now known as 


' the Washington and Lee University.
